No Explanation of Loss 
Near: Kwangchowwan 


the New Mathilde, 

owned steamer of 1, 
‘stross tons plying between the Colony 
and Kwangchowwan, is known to 
have sunk off the const near Kwang- 
chowwan on Saturday at 11 o.m. no 
details of the occurrence had reached 
Hongkong Inst night and the owner, 
Mr. Pang Kwok-sw, of Messrs. 
Grimble & Company, was unoble to 
account for the disnster, It is be- 
lieved, however, that no lives were 
lost, 

The New Mathilde, carrying gen- 
eral cargo and cattle for Hongkong, 
left Kwangchowwan ot 4 a.m. on 
Saturday. She was commanded by 
Captain’ R. Wherry ond had three 
other Europeans—Chlef Officer Mau- 
rice Jenkins, Chief Engineer P. DB. 
Allan, and Second Engincer A, E, van 
Langenberg—and about 50 Chinese. 

The first Indication that the ship 
wags In trouble was the receipt of an 
SOS messnge by Manila nt 9.40 1.m, 
on Saturdny stating: “Request im- 
mediate nssintaricd,~ Sinking “In7tatt- 
tude 21.05 north, longitude . 110.5 
east.” No other details were given 
and no further news fo the fate of 
the shlp was recelved until the after- 
noon, when another, message stated 
that the ship had foundered and that 
ali on board had been picked up by 
the China Navigation Company's 
Soochow and were being taken to 
Kwangchowwan.. . : 

The only explonation so far ate 
tempted {fs that the New Mathilde 
encountered heavy wenther, which 
caused her cargo to shift and result- 
ed in her foundering, 

Nautical Shuttlecock 

So tossed from owner to owner that 
she wns on one occasion described os 
a “nautical shuttlecock,” the New 
Mathilde had on Interesting history. 

Built in 1906 at Kiel, she put to 
sea for Jebsen’s as the Mathilde. 
She was sold to an American firm 
and acquired a new flag and name, 
Paz. In July, 1922, Messrs. Madrigal 
and Company, of Manila, sold her to 
Mr.. Pang Kwolc-sul, who sailed her
